Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -64 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner concurs 
with applicant's assessment of the art of record with respect to the claimed invention. That is, the 
prior art, alone or in combination, does not teach or fairly suggest that set forth in claims 1 

and 36-particularly, the concept of providing, via a web server, television program listings 
embedded with real-time data corresponding to events being televised live. 

As for the newly-cited Schein et al reference, the reference discloses linking television 
viewers with broadcasters and advertisers during real-time broadcasts. However, the reference 
neither teaches nor suggests providing real-time data corresponding to events being televised live, 
or such data embedded within television program listings, and consequently fails to satisfy that 
lacking in the art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
